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Abstract 



If photographic silver halide materials which contain nonionic fluorinated surface-active 
substances are developed in developers rich in hydroquinone and sulphite, the recorded image 
is spoilt by white spots. This defect disappears if a wetting agent is dissolved in a quantity of at 
least 0.1 g/l in the developer. The invention can be used in the production of images by means 
of silver halide materials, especially in medical diagnostics and in reprography.

There are disclosed a color developing solution for a light-sensitive silver halide color 
photographic material which comprises a sulfite concentration of 1.0 x 10<-><3> mole or lower 
per liter of the color developing solution and containing 0.5 to 20 g/ 1 of a water-soluble 
surfactant and a processing method using the color developing solution. 
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
